We don't mean that they shall hibernate in 
militsry quarters without cheering us, until 
the birds and buds and flowers come in the 
spring to greet us with their melody and per- 
fume; that ig, we don't mean they shall if we 
can help it. We are not mutinous; like Cas- 
tio, we "mean no offence- to the General or 
any QjiWr man of quality," but we cannot see 
the cold weather snould freeze the note3 
of their bugles, cornets, and ophicleides, a3 it 
>.:>! the blast in the horn of Munchausen, until 
a general (haw comes. Who will devise some 
project to bring the Post Band before the pub- 
lic at 6tatcd intervals? They have improved 
so rapidly by constant and carefcil practice, 
and have been a source of such pleasure to 
our citizens, we are deeply solicitous that ar- 
rangements should be made to have the 
pleasure continued. What says Col. Mundy 
to our suggestions? 

Military Mat or Western Virginia. 
Lieutenant John R. Meigs, of the corps of 
Kngineers, now acting as Chief Engineer in 
the Department of Western Virginia, is de- 
sirous of making, by compilation and survey, 
a map of that military department.

He is likewise anxious to 
obtain a copy of Col. Ellett's pamphlet in re- 
gard to keeping the flow in the Ohio river 
during the dry season. Will our contempo- 
raries aid him by giving proper publicity to 
this notice? 

"Patriotic Indiana. — It would seem thatour 
gallant Hoosier neighbors in the district oppo- 
site this city (the Second) will never tire in 
their devotion to the country and their deter- 
mination to fight out the rebellion. That dis- 
trict has already raised near thirteen thousand 
men for the war, and it is conservative by a 
larger majotiiy than any district in the State.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

BY EDWARD EVERETT. 

The reader may recollect that in my last 
number I quoted a passage from the London 
Quarterly Review for January, 1862, in which 
among the facts that proved the United States 
to have pursued fur fifty years an offensive 
course toward Great Britain, showing herself 
"not a loyal friend, but a grasping and bully- 
ing enemy," it was mentioned that President 
Pierce, on occasion of the negotiation between 
the two countries relative to Central America, 
bad "avowed bis adherence to what is called 
the Monroe doctrine. ' At the close ef the ar- 
ticle I observed that, as far as the so-called 
Monroe doctrine "bore upon the affairs "of 
Spanish America, it had the concurrence and 
warm approval of the British Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Georgo Can- 
ning." 

It was hardly to be expected that, so soon 
after Mr. Canning's time, the Monroe doctrine 
should so far havo lost favor in England, that 
it should be characterized by a leading jour- 
nalist as a national insult, and tho act of a 
graspingand bullying enemy, for aa Ameri- 
can President to adhere to it. Even if the 
English Government had wholly channel its 
own views on this subject (of which I have 
seen no prool), it was surely no matter of 
offence that an American President adhered 
to a declaration of one of his predecessors, 
made, not merely with the approval of the 
British Minister lor Foreign Affairs, but, as I 
shall presently show, at his earnest and per- 
severing solicitation. 

But though the British Government, so far 
as I am aware, has given no intimation that 
it has changed its views on this subject (un- 
less such an intimation is found in the lately 
repeated remark of Lord Palmerston, that 
perfect harmony exists between France and 
England as to the foreign policy of the two 
Powers), it is confidently stated that tho mer- 
chants of London "axe well pleased with the 
course pursued by Lcuis Napoleon in Mexi- 
co." The following statement is found in the 
city article of a recent number of the London 
Times: "It would be vain to deny that the 
feeling of the merchants of London is that on 
the whole, so far as the affair has proceeded, 
the Emperor Napoleon has done a great ser- 
vice, both political and commercial, to the 
world — political, in confirming the previous 
acticn of Spall in extinguishing the Monroe 
doctrine; and commercial, in restoring the in- 
tercourse of nations with a territory which, 
from its geographical position and mineral 
wealth, can claim a general and almost ex- 
ceptional importance." 

It is not very likely that individual "mer- 
chants of London," concerned in running the 
blockade, or in speculation in. the Confederate 
loan, may be pleased with any event which 
may make difficulty between France and the 
United States, but I greatly doubt that the 
"merchants of London," as a body, are de- 
lighted to have cither the commerce or poli- 
tics of Mexico controlled from the Tuilleries. 
As for the statement just quoted, it contains 
a grave error of fact. Spain has never, that I 
am aware of, attempted "to extinguish the 
Monroe doctrine." On the contrary, from the 
moment she recognized the independence of 
her revolted colonies, she acquiesced in that 
doctrine, which, as far as concerned those col- 
onics, was, that the Unrted States would not 
be indifferent to any attempt of France and 
the Holy Alliance to aid Spain in subjugating 
theni. 

Not only hasSpain made no attempt to "ex- 
tinguish" the Monroe doctrine, but conjointly 
with England she withdrew from ti e expedi- 
tion lately undertaken in concert by the three 
powers, as soon as she found that France in- 
tended to conquer and occupy the country. 
It remains to be seen how far Spain, a proud 
and sensitive power of the Latin stock, will 
rejoice at havinc her ancient colonial king- 
dom of New Spain turned into an empire, for 
the benefit of a German prince, by the fiat of 
the sovereign of France, and with remainder 
to any other candidate to be named by him, 
if the Archduke Maximilian should decline. 

The point, however, which I propose at 
present to illustrate is, that the doctrine, 
whose extinguishment is now considered by 
"the London merchants" so great a political 
and commercial benefit, was announced by 
President Monroe, not merely with the ap- 
proval of the British Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs, but at his earnest and often repeated so- 
licitations. 

In December, 1822, the dominion of Spain 
over her former colonies on the continent of 
America being manifestly at an end, England 
determined so far to recognize them as to send 
consuls to some of the principal port 3. In 
March following (1S23) Mr. Canning, at that 
time Minister of Foreign Affairs, addressed a 
despatch to the British Minister at Madrid, in 
which, while he disclaimed, on the part of 
Great Britian, all intention of appropriating 
to herself the smallest portion of the late 
Spanish colonies, he intimated at the same 
time his cenvictien that "no attempt would be 
made by France to bring under her dominion 
any of those possessions either by conquest or 
cession from Spain." France, it will be re- 
membered, wastt this time invading Spain 
for the purpose of putting dowu the Consti- 
tutional Government and restoring Ferdinand 
Seventh to absolute power. As the invasion 
drew near to a successful issue, symptoms be- 
gan to appear of a design on the part of the 
French Government to reimburse themselves 
for the expenses of the expedition out of the 
American colonies, and in order to paralyze 
the expected opposition of England to call a 
congress of the Continental Powers forming 
the "Holy Alliance." They were depended 
upon to sustain France in this movement, be- 
cause the Spanish colonies were regarded by 
the members of the Holy Alliance as rebel- 
lious subjects setting at defiance the authority 
of their legitimate sovereign. 

The great object which the British Govern- 
ment now proposed to itself, under the au- 
spices of Mr. Canning, was to baflls these de- 
signs of France and the Holy Alliance on 
the Spanish colonies, and for this there were 
three motives: 1. To avenge tho affront of- 
fered to Great Britain by the invasion of her 
ally, Spain; 2. To "redress the balance of 
■ower disturbed in the Ea3t by calling into 
existence a new world in the West;" 3. To 
prpcure for England the benefit of an unre- 
stricted commerce with the American colonies. 
Fearirjp, however, that a formal recognition 
of the independence of those colonies would 
involve England in a war with the Continent- 
al Powers, Mr. Canning determined to try tho 
efficacy of an "open, straightforward declara- 
tion ot his future intentions." His first step, 
in order to give added weight to such a declar- 
ation, was to solicit the co-operation of the 
American Government. Accordingly, on ths 
fC h of August, 1823, in an interview with 
J1r. Rush, he inquired whether the United 
States would not join Great Britain in such a 
declaration, sliding that if France entertained 
designs on Mexico he (Mr. Canning) "was sat-- 
it-fied that the knowledge that the United 
Slates would be opposed to it, as well as Eng- 
land, could not fail to have its decisrie influ- 
ence in checking it." Mr. Rush, being with- 
out instructions, could make no reply to this 
overture, except that he would communicate 
it to his government. 

On the 22d of the month, being about to 
leave town, Mr. Canning addressed an unoffi- 
cial and confidential note to Mr. Rush, renew- 
ing the overture for a joint declaration to be 
made by the United States and Great Britain, 
to the effect that, while they aimed at the pos- 
session cf no portion of the Spanish Colonies 
for themselves, and would rot obstruct any 
nmicable negotiations which Spain as the 
mother country might attempt with them, 
"tbey could not see the transfer of any portion 
of them to any other Power with indi Terence." 

Four days later, heing then at Liverpool, 
Mr. Canning wrote a second letter to Mr. 
Rush, urging the joint declaration, on the 
grcund that information had reached him 
that, es soon as France had effected her mili- 
tary objects in SpaiD, a proposal would be 
made for a European Congress to sottle the 
affairs ofSpnnish America. 

Five days later (31st August), Mr Canning 
addressed a third letter to Mr. Rush, from the 
country, intimatiDtr that events might make 
it necessary for him to act without waiting 
for the cooperation of the United States. On 
his return to town on the 18th of September, 
be had another conlerence with Mr. Rush on 
the same sutject, in the course of which he 
pressed upon the American Minister, to the 
point of importunity, the expediency of the 
proposed declaration. In case a Congress of 
the European Powers should be called to dis- 
pose of the affairs of Spanish America, he 
stated that be should insist on the United 
States being represented. Mr. Rush yielded 
so far to Mr. Canning's urgent solicitations as 
to promise at length, if Great Britain would 
at once recogDiie the Spanish Colonies, that 
he would take the responsibility, even with- 
out instructions, cf joining in the declaration. 

Eight days after this interview, another 
conlerence took place between Mr. Rush and 
Mr. Canninp, at the request of the latter, still 
earnestly soliciting the co-operation of the 
United States. >.r. Rush having made the 
recognition of the Spanish Colonies by En- 
gland a condition precedent, Mr. Canning 
now asked if he would not join in the declar- 
ation, provided England would promiso to re- 
cognize; the Colonies hereafter? The subject 
was discussed at two other interviews be- 
tween Mr. Canning and Mr. Rush, in the 
course of the autumn, and the reader will 
perhaps be pleased to see a specimen of the 
arguments by which the former urged the 
adoption by the United States, in conjunction 
with England, of the Monroe doctrine. Mr. 
Rush having stated that it had been the tradi- 
tionary rule ot the Government of the United 
States not to interfere with European politics, 
Mr. Canning replied: 

However iust snch a policy might have been former- 
ly, or might coutiuuo to bo aa a general policy, ho 
apprehended that powerful ana controlling circum- 



stances made it inapplicable upon the present occa- 
sion. The question was a new and complicated one, 
in modern atlairs. It was also full as much American 
as Jfwopean, to May no more. It concerned the United 
titates under aspects aud interests as immediate and 
commanding aa it did or could any of the States of 
Euiope. Tbey were the first Power established on 
that Continent, and confessedly the leading Power. 
They were connected with Spanish America by their 
position, as with Europe by tneir relations ; and they 
also stet d conLei-ted wiih there new States by politi- 
cal relations. U*<u it poMilte that they could see with 
indifference their fate decided IIO..M by Karopef Could 
Kuropo expect this indifference? Had not a new 
epoch arrived in the relative position of the United 
•States toward Enrope which Kuropo must acknowl- 
edge? Were the great political and commercial intercut 
vhieklmvg npoathe dettiniet of the nrw Continent to be 
canrameit atta adjured in thin hemisphere, tcithnnt the c >- 

ihey to^"'anva"sedand 'aljuste'd, lie'would eveu add' 
without tomo proper understanding between the 
United 8tatca and Great Britain, as tho two chief 
commercial and maritime States of both worlds? U> 
hoped not, he would wish to persuade himself not. 

Snch was the vehemence with which Mr. 
CaDning urged the United States to assume 
the grcund of the Monroe doctrine. Mr. Rush, 
of course, communicated these overtures from 
time to lime to his Government. His first de- 
spatches on the sulject were received in Wash- 
ington by the end of August, 1S23. The sub- 
ject immediately engaged the. attention of 
Mr. Monroe and his Cabinet. In addition to 
the counsel of hisofficial advisers, the President 
Sought that of Mr. Jefferson, to whom he sent 
copies of Mr. Rush's letters. Mr. Jefferson 
warmly recommended thestep proposel by Mr. 
Canning, and encouraged Mr. Monroe to mike 
the desired declaration. His Cabinet concurred 
in the advice, and, accordingly, in his message 
at the openiDgof the next session of Congress, 
the President, after alluding to the radical 
difference of the political systems of Europs 
and America, expresses himself as follows: 

We owe it therefore to candor and to tho amicable 
relations existing between the 1'nited States aud 
thore powers to declare, that we should consider any 
attempt on tbelr part to extend their system to any 
portion of this hemisphere, as dangerous to our p^tcs 
and safely. With tile existing colonies or depeii.f.-n- 
cles ot any European power we havo not interfered and 
shall not Interfere. But with the Government, who 
have declared th<-ir independence and maintain- d it, 
and ahoae indeECiideltce we have ou great considera- 
tion aftd on just principles acknowledged, we could not 
view any interposition for the purpose of oppressing 
them or controlling in arty other manner their de,- 
tiny, 1 y any European Power, in any other light than 
a> a manifestation of an unlrieudly disposition toward 
tho 1'nited States. 

Such, es far as Spanish' America is con- 
cerned, was this eeltbrated declaration, to 
which Mr. Canning had so impor:uuately 
nrged the United States. In auotner part of 
the same message, and in reference to the ne- 
gotiation with Hussia, relative to the bounda- 
ries of the two poweis on the northwes'em 
coast of the continent, President Monroe ob- 
served that: 

In the discussion to which this Interest has given 
rise, the occasion haa been judged proper for assert- 
ing as a principle, in whbh the rights and intarests 
or the United htatc-B are involved, thai tho American 
continents, by tho free and iudependont condition 
which they havo assumed and mainta n, are hence- 
forth not to be considered as subjects rot future colo- 
nization by any European Power. 

These two statements of principle, ia parts 
of Mr. Monroe's Message, remote from each 
other and relating to totally diff erent subjects, 
form what is usually called tho Monroe doc- 
trine Much confusion of ideas has existed 
with reference to its purport and intended ap- 
plication, which 1 shall not attempt on this 
occasion to explain. I will only observe that 
it has never, in any acceptation, received a 
legislative confirmation ; that it rests upon its 
original basis, as an executive declaration, 
wise and seasonable at the time it was made, 
creditable to the Administration from which 
it proceeded, and beneficial to the country 
and the cause of free government throughout 
the woild. v 

The message containing these declarations 
of President Monroo reached England, while 
the correspondence between Mr. Canning and 
the Prince de Polifnac, the French Ambassa- 
dor at London, was in progress. "Fortunate- 
ly," says Mr. Stapleton, the private secretary 
and biographer of Mr. Canning, "just at thj 
moment when these discussions were being 
carried on, the message of the President of 
the United States to tbeir Congress arrived in 
Europe, in which document it was stated 
'that any interference on the part of .the great 
Powers of Europe for the purpose of oppress- 
ing or controlling the destinies of the Spanish 
American States which had declared their in- 
dependence, would bo dangerous to the peaco 
snd safety of the United States, and would be 
considered as the manifestation of an un- 
friebdly di-poation toward them." Mr. Staple- 
ton then claims that the correspondence of Mr. 
Canning with Mr. Rush, "mainly eucour- 
agrd, if it did not originate to the Govern- 
ment of the Unrted States the idea of taking 
so firm and decisive a tone," and adds, that, 
"when coupled with tho rufasal of Great 
Britain to take part in a Congress, it effectu- 
ally put an end to the project of assembling 
one similar to those which met at Vienna, 
Aix-la-Chapelle, Lajbach, and Verona." 

The reception ot the Presidential declara- 
tion by the English public in general and in 
Parliament might be called enthusiastic. Mr. 
(now Lord) Brougham said "The question with 
regard to South America now was, h9 be- 
lieved, disposed of, or nearly so; for an event 
had recently happened, than which no event 
had ever dupened greater joy, exultation, and 
gratitude over all the freemen of Europe : that 
event, which was decisive on the subject, was 
the language held with respect to Spinisb. 
America, in the speech or message of the 
J'resident of the United States to the Con- 
mrj, ' 

Mr. Stapleton, in quoting this remark of 
Lord Brougham, asks, "But was not that lan- 
guage, which, in Mr. Brougham's opinion,wa3 
decisive on the subject, ia a very great degree, 
if not wholly, the result of Mr. Canning's 
overture to Mr. Rush?" 

Sir James Macintosh, alluding to the mes- 
sr.ge, said : 

Thut wise fiovornni'Mit, in grave but determined 

language, and Willi that able but delibvra-o 

ton, 1 hut becomes true courage, proclaims tlu prin- 
riplts of lur policy, and makes known th* cisea iu 
w tui-h the care of herowu safety will compel her to 
take up arniB lor ibe defence of other-States. I haTe 
already observed its coincidence with the deciarations 
of England, which, indeed, is perfect, If altowance be 
made for the deeper, or, at least, more iiumodUte in- 
terest iu the ludersndenco ojfSoiith America, which 
near neighborhood sives to the t'mtod States. This 
coincidence of the two great English commonwealths 
(for so 1 delight to call them, and I heartily pray that 
they may bo forever unittd in the cause of justice and 
liberty) cannot be c iitemplati-d without the utmost, 
pleasure by eiery eir.ighteued citizen of tho earth. 

Would that words like these were oftener 
heard in the British Parliament! 

There was one point only in this part of the 
President's message to which Mr. Canning 
excepted. He understood it to deny not only 
the right of other foreign powers to interfere 
for the recovery of the Spanish American col- 
onies, but the riuht of the mother couotry to 
continue her efforts for that purpose. He 
thought it necessary to declare that he did not 
assent to that principle, and it is quite doubt- 
ful whether Mr. Monroe, lhou2h he used the 
phrase l 'any European Power," meant to in- 
terfere between Spain and herformercolonies 
Lord John Russell, however, urged that if, 
after the invasion of Spain by France, a Span- 
ish army were sent by Ferdinand to resubju- 
,-ate the colonies, inasmuch as such Spanish 
army would have been set at liberty bv tho 
French occupation, the expedition should be 
regarded as virtually French, and as such re- 
sisted by England. 

Such, as far as Mexico is concerned, is the 
Monroe doc.rine; such its origin, such its sig- 
nificance, such its history; urged, all but 
forced on the United States by the importuni- 
ty ot England, hailed with rapture in her 
Parliament on its announcement, claimed ou 
behalf of Mr. Canning as the work of his bands, 
admitted to have been decisive of the leading 
measures of his administration, now emoted 
nmoDg the studied insults which the United 
States have for fifty years been offering to 
Great Britain; another proof that instead of 
btirg a loyal friend to that country, she hiis 
shown herself to be a "grasping and bullying 
enemy," and the "merchants of London" are 
rejoiced that a French invasion, the precise 
movement which Mr. Canning in 1823 urged 
the United States to join him in forbidding, 
bss succeeded in trampling in the dust the 
policy which England then bad so much at 
faeart, and to which it is as much her interest 
ntTw as ever to adhere.

A correspondent of the Nashville Press, 
writing from Chattanooga on the 18th, says: 
This efternoon we had a conversation with 
Thomas C. DeCaulp, Capt. of Co. D in the 3d 
regiment of Arkansas (rebel) cavalry, who 
succeeded in reaching our lines yesterday, un- 
der the pretense of exchanging papers— and 
from whom we gathered, we think, the fol- 
lowingre/iai/e ln/omiafton: Gen. Brapg'sarrny 
at present numbers about 73,000 or 80,000 — and 
bas not been reinforced since the battle of 
Cbickamauga — but that preparations were be- 
ing made to transport, over the road, about 30,- 
000 troops — Longstreet is in command of his 
coiie, which number about 30,000 men — the 
State Militia, numbering about 10,000, is at 
Rome — the army is well supplied with En- 
field rifles' arid artillery. Forrest refused to 
re port to Wheeler, and tendered his resigna- 
tion, which was accepted. Jeff Davis re- 
viewed the army oa the 10th, and 3aid to the 
troops, "that, within six days, they would hear 
the most glorious news that ever greeted their 
eare;" to what he referred no one knew. 

General Brngg's only hope is to keep up a 
"show" in front while he throws the main 
portion of bis army across the river below, 
cuttiDg tff our supplies and retreat — compel- 
ling us to surrender or-wiihdraw fromourown 
present position. The Captain represents the 
army as beirg in a very critical condition. 
"Tbey (the troops) feel that the rebellion is 
'flickering in its socket," and that if Br.^gg 
should retire his forces would fall to pieces. 
Their cause would then appear hopeless, and 
would be abandoned. They are willing to 
fight, but, to use their own language, "they 
want to fight now and have the thing over."

Governor Morton bas issued an eloquent ap- 
peal to the people of Indiana to provide for 
ihe wonts or soldiers' families during the com- 
ing winter. 

The privates of the "3d and 71st regiments 
now in camp here have been ordered to the 
field. The ?th cavalry has marching orders. 
The 8th cavalry is rapidly forming. 

Several car loads of troops from the North 
passed through town to-day. 

The quota of Indiana under the last call for 
troops is just 19,000 men. The new regiments 
are filling rapidly. 

It is quite wintry here. A severe snow 
Btorm is raging in ihe western part of the 
State of Illinois. ' 

Generals Grant, Meade, Burnside, and Scho- 
field, in whose commands the old Indiana reg- 
iments are serving, are directed by the War 
Department to 6«nd to Indiana from each of 
the regiments raised by Gov. Morton one non- 
commissioned officer or private for the pur- 
pose of recruiting, who, upon receiving the 
company here, will be promoted.

Wasiiinuton, Oct. 23. 

The Chronicle this morning, Speaking of 
GeD. Meade, says: "This distinguished officer 
arrived in this city yesterday, and of course 
all sorts of rumors became rife. We stated 
yesterday morning that he wa3 ordered to 
pursue Lee and give him battle. .We gave 
the item ns a ramor. although it was well 
fcunded. We eow learn that ha was posi- 
tively ordered to pursue Lee and make him 
right. 

"From the fact that no engagement has 
taken place since the General's arrival in tho 
city, all sorts of rumors have been set afloat. 
Some are to tbe * fleet that he was to be re- 
moved unless he led Lee on to battle, and 
that, failing in so doing, he has presented 
himself for that object. Be this as it may, • 
we learn that he has it formed the President 
that be can't make a forward movement un- 
der three weeks at least, on account of tho 
condition of the railroad, which bas been ut- 
terly destroyed. It will take at least sixteen 
days to replr.ee tbe bridge at Rappahannock 
Station, and, until that structure is rebuilt, no 
extensive advance can be made. In connec- 
tion with this subject, we may state that it is 
rumored that Ewell's corps has been sent to 
reinforce Bragg." 

The Richmond Dispatch of the 19th in3t., 
speaking of the comparative failure of Lee's 
late advance, snjs: "It is reported that.but 
for some deserters going over to the enemy 
r.nd giving information the day our forces 
commenced moving we should have achieved 
a much more substantial success." The news 
from the army cf General Lee doe3 not con- 
firm the almcst innumerable reports which 
were in circulation on Saturday. 

"A pretty severe engagement has boen 
fought at Bristcw's Station, on the Orange 
arid Alexandria railroad, on Wednesday after- 
neon, between two brigades of Gen. Hill's 
corps, Ccok's nnd Kirkland's, and a heavy 
fotce of the Federals who were posted in u 
railroad cut, cud in advancing on them our 
men were exposed to a galling fire. 

"Our less was quite severe, aud i3 estimated 
by seme to be not less that 1,000 killed, 
wouLded, and missiDg. In addition to this 
we suffered the loss of seven pieces of artille- 
ry. Generals Cooke, Posey, and Kirkland 
are among the wounded. Many of our 
wounded fell into the bands of the Federals, 
but, that night, they fell back. Four badly 
wt unded were recovered, besides a number 
of the enemy's seriously wounded. 

"Tbe next morning a portion of Gen. Sw- 
ell's corps bad a light with the enemy, in 
which we captured about 500 prisoners. 

"There were about 1,000 t ankee prisoners 
at Rapid Ann Station yesterday morning." 

Commi;sionefOuld published notice in the 
Despatch cf tbe 20th declaring all "rebel offi- 
cers and privates captured previous to Sjp* 
tember 1, except those captured at Vicksburg 
on July 4, to be exchanged. This, tbe Despatch 
states, includes the staffs of the rebel Generals 
Pembcrton, Stevenson, Bowen, Moore, Bur- 
ton, 8. Lee, CumrniDgs, Holmes, and Bald- 
win, and of Colonels Reynold, Cockrell, and 
Dockesy and the officers and m'n of their en- 
gineer corps tnd the 4th and 4G,h Mississippi 
regiments. 

The Virginia House of Delegates hai passed 
a bill to suppress exchange in gold and bank 
notes. A bill to conscript all tbe free negroes 
in the State of Virginia between IS and .">0 
years old to work in mines and manufacto- 
ries, wrs before the same body. 

Lieut. Gen. D. H. Hill has been removed 
frcni his command in the rebel army of Ten- 
nessee. General Polk charges him with being 
tbe cause of his failure to carry out Bragg' s 
orders in the battle of Chickamauga. 

Tbe order sending the officers in Washing- 
ton to tbe field and filling their places from 
tt c invalid camps is suspended in consequence 
of opposition bv the Chiefs of the Bureaus. 

The rumqr that Meade is superseded, and 
that he told the President he conld not rebuild 
the railroad in less than three weeks, are said 
to be untrue. Immense exertions are beiDg 
made to rebuild the railroad. 

Tbe army stretches from Gainesville to 
Wsrrenton. 

It has been ascertained that when J. Minor 
Botts bought his farm of 2,100 acres near Cul- 
pepper county, he paid one hundred thousand 
dollars in rebel money for it, a fair illustration 
of the uncertainty which rebel land owners 
in that vicinity consider to attach to their ti- 
tles in real estate. Botts is known to have 
recently had a conversation with J. P. -Ben- 
jamin, in which the latter asked Botts how 
long the war would continue. So long as the 
Scuth raised men to fill up its ranks, was the 
reply.

Tbe story in Richmond papers of the 21st, 
tbat Lee has taken 10.0C0 prisoners from 
Meade in the late campaign, is entirely myth- 
ical. 

It is said that Gen. Meade made a frank 
statement concerning the peremptory instruc- 
tions lately received by him to compel Gen. 
Lee to accept a fight, which not having been 
able to carry out to the letter, he declared him- 
self ready and willing to resign his command. 

The President declined to entertain any 
such proposition, and Gen, Meade has gone 
back to his post. 



It is rumored that-G^n. Lee has sent two 
more divisions to support Bragg, and that he 
is withdrawing the rest of his forces behind 
fortifications at Fredericksburg. 

General Gregg advanced on a reconnois- 
sance yesterday to within two miles of the 
Rappahannock and returned to camp with- 
out Ceding tbe enemy. 

Last night a brisk fight was had with Mose- 
by 's guerillas in Fairfax county, in which sev- 
eral were killed and a number taken prisoners. 
Among the latter is Jack Barnes, a notorious 
scoundrel, who has been three times in our 
bands nnd released upon taking the oath of 
allegiance. 

It is now positively ascertained that a por- 
tion of Ewell's corps has been sent fr^:n 
Cordonsville by rail to resist the advance of 
CurnBido towards Lynchburg.

Earthquake rN England. — The shock of 
an earthquake, more or les3 severe, was felt 
in ull parts of England at about twenty-two 
minutes past three o'clock, on the moraing of 
the Gth instant. At some places tho shock is 
represented as having been quite severe, and 
accompanied by a loud, rumbling report, 
while at others it was slight and withont 
noise. No damage was sustained anywhere. 

The London Times of the 7th devotes three 
of its extended columns to reports of the "af- 
fair." One writer says: "It shook wardrobes 
and washstands in my room, an 1 lasted some 
secends. Tbe undulatory motion was from 
East to West." Another writes: "'My bed 
shook violently, the windows rattled, the fur- 
niture sbivered„nnd the whole house, which 
is usually as firm as a rock, quivered from tbe 
bottom to tbe top. My man, who sleeps in a 
distsnt part of the house, tells me that the 
silver was rattling for soma time. It appeared 
a? if a sound of a heavy exploiion beneath the 
cellars accompanied the second shock, bat 
tliat may have been a delusion." 

From" Worcester a correspondent writes: 
"The shock was of so violent a nature »s to 
awaken people from their sleep, and to rattle 
chairs, glass, and furniture audibly. It isde- 
loribed by some persons who were awake at 
tbe time as having been accompanied by a 
runblirg noise, while others say they were 
awoke by what appeared to be an explosion. 
At Great Malvern the windows of the Impe- 
rial Hotel — a very large and massive building 
nt the foot of the Malvern Hills— were vio- 
lently rattled, and it is said that ono of the 
railway signals was displaced. Servants ran 
down staiis in 6ffrigbt, and general conster- 
nation appears to have been felt. 

"in tbe ton n of Dudley tbe s'aock was most 
se verely felt, beds being violently shaken, and 
in some instances doors burst open, crockery 
ware broken, and clocks stopped. In detached 
buildicgs in various parts of the town tbe 
efftct is described as being meat terrifying. The 
shock was followed by a rumbling sound, 
similar to what would be experienced by per- 
sons sleeping immediately over a tunnel as 
trains were passing. Many inhabitants left 
tbeir beds and congregated in the street, dis- 
cussing the extraordinary phenomenon." The 
Manchester Guardian says of the shock in tbe 
Midland counties: "A policeman on duty iu 
a suburb of Wolverhampton says that al- 
though the air was perfectly calm, the sur- 
rounding trees were shaken and their leaves 
rustled. He was also much alarmed at seeing 
a wall vibrating near to him. Wrottesley 
Hall, tbe st at of Lord Wrottesley, was snaken 
throughout and the inmates alarmed. _ This 
was also the j^se at Teddesley, the residence 
cf Lord Hatherton. In game preserves pheas- 
ants were observed to become a"; armed, as 
they usually are during the raging of a thun- 
der-storm. As a rule, watch-dogs were not 
aroused, but there were cases in which 
they barked loudly. At Stourbridge, some 
bottles .containing sweetmeats wtro shaken 
from a shelf in a shop window; aud at Kin- 
ver, in the same neighborhood, t-.e bells in a 
house near the church were set ringing." 

Heavy Snow Storm. — The snow storm with 
which we were visited yesterday would have 
done credit to an old-fashioned New England 
winter. The flakes were of a large and feath- 
ery appearance, wetting-everythiug they ad- 
hered to, whitening the roofs of the houses anl 
filling the streets with slush. The preceding 
day bad been remarkably cool, crisp, and chilly 
for the season, showing few icdications of the 
approaching storm which commenced about 
7 o'clock Thursday morning, with sleet aud 
a fine rain, interspersed with an occasional 
snow-flake. In about half an hour the flakes 
commenced failing thicker, and soon after tho 
atmosphere was darkenei by tbe thickened 
i bower of snow-flakes. . The fall of snow con- 
tinued until about 4 o'clock P. M., when it 
perceptibly elackened, and about an hour altar 
the flakes fell very scattering. At dusk the 
ground wss covered with about five inches in 
depth on a level. It is rare that snow falls in 
this meridian as eatfy in the season. It is 
stated to us by Dr. Arnaud that on the 5ih of 
October, 1S36, snow fell in this city pretty 
lively during four hours in the afternoon, and 
tbe roofs of the houses and tbe fields were 
white the next day.— St. Louis Union, 23<i. 



I^V TnE I-NITEP STATES REGARDED THE 
CHKMIONOESEJZrSOeTBA IN l-JJ-LBTTEK 
fBCM JOBNQllKCY AlfcAMS. 

The following letter, which is published for 
the first time in the Providence Journal, has 
great historical value and interest: 

QrmcY, August 11, 1837. 
A'ee. Wm. E. Channing, D.D , Newport, R. 

My-DbarSir: * » • * * I re- 
joice to learn that you have it in contempla- 
tion to give the public your ideas on tho ap- 
pearance in the political world of the new 
Republic of Texas. 

Mr. Tnckerman wrote to me as you had re- 
quested, and I answered bis letter, but he had 
mistaken the time when the transactions to 
which you desired reference to be had, oc- 
curred, and supposed they had happened dur- 
ing the administration of my father. My 
8iiswer, therefore, must have been unsatisfac- 
tory to the object of your inquiries. 

It'was in September, 1S22, that the events 
to which I alluded in my speech in the House 
of Representatives of the 23th of May, 183<3, 
tcok place. It wr.s the time when the Spm- 
Wh Government of the Cortes was overthrown 
by the French invasion under the Dake 
D'Angoule-mc. Great Britain became alarmed 
lest, under the shelter of th>it revolution, the 
Islord of Cuba should pass into the possession 
of France. The French Government fabri- 
cated or was imposed upon by a report mat 
the British Cabinet had determined to send a 
squadron and take possession of the island. 
The people of Havana, divided into parties 
between the Cortes and the King, were terri- 
fied by premonitory symptoms of negro in- 
surrection, and looking round for a Drotector. 
There was a party for resorting "to Great 
Britain — a party for adhering to Spain, and a 
party for seeking admission to the North 
American Union — the last of which was the 
strongest. A proposition was then made by a 
secret agent from them to Mr. Monroe to this 
effect: that they, by a popular movement, of 
the success of which tbey had no doubt, 
would declare the island independent of Spain, 
if tbe Government of the United States 
would promise them protection and admit 
them into their Union under a State constitu- 
tion, on the model of those of our Southern 
States, and with the understanding that, as the 
population of the Island should increase, they 
should be at liberty to divide themselves into 
two States, and have that proportion of repre- 
sentation in the Congress of the United States. 
As the inducement to the American govern- 
ment to pledge their protection, they were as- 
sured that the alternative would probably be 
the prevalence of the party in the Island for 
the colonial connection with Great Britain 
nnd a resort to her for protection. While this 
proposition was under consideration of Mr. 
Monroe and his Cabinet, the French Minister 
at Washington, by a verbal, irresponsible 
communication, not to the Secretarv of State, 
the only medium of official intercourse be- 
tween foreign ministers nnd the Government 
of the United States, but to Mr. Crawford, the 
Secretary of the Treasury.asseverated that the 
French Government had secret but positive 
information that the British Government had 
deliberately determined to take possession of 
Cuba. 

The answer of Mr. Monroe to the proposi- 
tion from Havana was that the friendly rela- 
tions existing between the people of the Uni- 
ted States and Spain did not permit them to 
promise countenance or protection to any in- 
surrectional movement against her authority. 
Their advice to the people of Cuba wa6 to ad- 
here as long as possible to their allegiance to 
Spain — that an attemptof either Great Britain 
or France to occupy the island wonld present 
tbe proposjl from the Havana under a differ- 
ent point of view, concerning which the Pres- 
ident was not authorized to pledge prospec- 
tively the action of the United Stat' but that 
tbe people of the Havana might be assured of 
tbe deep interest, which, under all the circum- 
stances which might occur, the American 
government would lake in their welfare and 
ibeir wishes. 

It was the opinion of nt lea3t one member 
ef Mr. Monroe's administration that the occu- 
pation of the Island of Cuba by Great Britain 
should be resisted, even at the co3t of a war. 
Their unanimous opinion was that a very ex- 
plicit thoug'i confidential communication 
should be made to Mr. Canning that the Unit- 
ed States could not see with indifference the oc- 
cupation of Cuba by any European Power 
other than Spain — and that rumors had reached 
the American Government that such an in- 
tention was entertained by the British Cabi- 
net, which made it necessary to ask an expla- 
nation of their views. 

Mr. Rush was instructed accordingly; Mr. 
Canning disavowed ernphatically all intention 
on tbe part of Great Britain to take posses- 
sion of the island; but avowed her determi- 
nation not to see with indifference its occupa- 
tion, either by France or by the United States, 
and be told Mr. Hush of the squadron des- 
patched by Louis XVIII. to the West rndies, 
without notifying Aim of tbe expedition, and 
of the schooling he had ordered the British 
Ambassador at Paris to give the French Cab- 
net for that sin of omission. Mr. Canning 
then proposed that, by a mutual understand- 
irg between the British, French, and Ameri- 
can Governments, without any formal treaty 
or convention, Cnba should be left in the 
quiet possession of Spain, 'without interfer- 
ence in the Government ot the island. 
This was precisely the poliny which 
Mr. Monroe believed to bo bost adapted to 
the inttre3t nnd the duties of the United 
States, and he cheerfully assented to it 
Ttere was no furtbercommunication between 
him and the French Government 6n the sub- 
ject So far as France was concerned the 
arrangement was left to be concerted between 
her and Great Britain. The people of tha 
Island of Cuba submitted to the Government 
<t I'etdinand, restored by the Duked'Au- 
gouleme, and received a viceroy and Captain- 
General in the person of Gen. Vives, who 
bed been Minister from Spain to the United 
States, one of the most upright and honora- 
ble men with whom it has ever been my for- 
tnne to hold political relations. He was pre- 
cisely the man to tranquillize and conciliate 
the submission of the people of tho Hand to 
their old Government and ho so effectually 
accomplished that purpose that the Govern- 
ment cf ths. United States heard nothing 
further of intended insurrection in Cuba, 
during the remainder of Mr. Monroe's admin- 
istration and the whole of mine. 

All these transactions were at the time pro- 
foundly secret. The first public allusion to 
tbem ever me.de was by me, in the speech of 
Ihe 2f.ih of May, 1836, to the House of Repre- 
sentatives. The circumstances ot the times 
no longer required absolute s?crecy. France, 
Spain, and Britain bad all undergone political 
revolutions, and the abolition of slavery in 
the British colonies of this hemisphere had 
added tenfold terrors to her occupation of Cu- 
ba, for the meditation of our Southern states- 
men. I partly raised the veil, therefore, from 
tbe negotiations of 1822, to stay the frantic 
band of tbe Southern slaveholder, rushing 
from the terror of an avencing conscience 
into the arms of sympathizing slavery in 
Texas. * * • *

The co:npliment will be 
more appreciated by Prince Gortscbakoff that 
it comes from a statesman who stands so high, 
not only in his own country, but in the whole 
political world, and for whom Prince Gorts- 
cbakoff has the highest esteem and considera- 
tion. During the last three years I had the 
occasion to know aud appreciate the high po- 
litical qualities of your Secretary of State, as 
well as bis invariable affability in bis private 
intercourse, and before I sit down allow me 
to offer, in the name of the government whose 
representative I have the honor to be, and in 
tbe name of my countrymen here present and 
in tbe name of my country, my deepe3t grat- 
itue'e for the kind demonstration made in fa- 
vor of tbe officers of our fleet, nnd particularly 
for the kind feelings presiding throughout.

Jefit Davis in Georgia. — The report pub- 
lished by us a few days since that the Presi- 
dent was cn bis way to visit Gen. Bragg's 
army is to-day confirmed by an article in the 
Atlanta Confederacy, which says: ' The Pres- 
ident now treads Georgia's soil." There 
never bas been a time since the commence- 
ment of the wnr when energy and promptness 
were so necessary as at present — there never 
has l-een a position contended for by our 
armies of such vital importance to the Con- 
federacy as that now in dispute between Bragg 
and ltosecrans. 

Tbe President seems to be fully aware of 
the critical crisis, and has gone to take a per- 
sonal supervision. His presence at thi3 time 
will be invaluable. It will be inspiriting to 
the troops, and give confidence to the people 
throughout the country. Whatever may be 
said by tbe opponents of President Davis, 
none will deny that he has a will of his own, 
nnd a strong one, and we are glad to see that 
it is bis determination that the Yankees shall 
be driven from their threatening position in 
Tennessee. Wo believe it will be done. 

Atlanta, Oct. 9.— The President arrived 
here by special train from Augusta last eve- 
ning, and proceeded this morning to the head- 
quarters of Gen. Bragg. 

At Marietta he was met by Gov. Brown, 
nr.d after a Ehort private interview, the Gov- 
ernor introduced the President to the people. 
He mr.de them a sbort address from tbe plat- 
foim, complimenting Georgia, and expressing 
gratification at the stand she always occupied 
during the war. Her troops kave done their 
duty on every field, and from her State Gov- 
ernment he had received earnest, prompt co- 
operation. He was particularly gra.iGed, 
when, on a recent call on Gov. Brown for 
8 000 troops, the Governor has promptly ten- 
dered him 15,000. The departure of the train 
closed the remarks which were made by the 
President by invitation.. 

Gov. Brown accompanied the President to 
Cartersville, whence he returned here. Gen. 
Cobb proceeded to the front with the Presi- 
dent

elected by a popular msjority. For Congress 
it is ascertained that Lester is elected. 

Maiiikvta, Oct. 9. — President Davis passed 
up this raorniDg. A large crowd collected at 
tbe station to get a glimpse at the distinguish- 
ed visitor. Mr. Davis was introduced by Gsv. 
Brown, of Georgia, and when he appeared on 
the platform of the enr was greeted with 
cheers. He addressed the crowd briefly, com- 
plimenting the ladies of Georgia for their ex- 
ertions in behalf of the wounded in the late 
t attle, and also the citizens of the Empire 
State fcr the alacrity with which they re- 
sponded to the call for troops, and the readi- 
ness manifested by the people to rally to the 
defence of the border. 

He eulogized the zealous patriotism of the 
Georeia State troops, and the distinguished 
services of the war-worn veterans in the field 
service since the beginning of the war. He 
was glad to meet Georgians so close to the 
enemy; and fiom tbe uniforms he saw in the 
crowd, he rejoiced to know that the State 
was well represented in the Confederate ser- 
vice. 

The President wps accompanied by Gens. 
Longstreet. Pemberton, Breckinridge, Sena- 
tor Cobb, and Gcv. Brown of Georgia, and his 
own personal stiff.

•General Rosecrans and staff left us 
je6tcrday upon the mailboat for Cincinnati. 
Gen. R. gees there to await order3 from Wash- 
ington. We presume he is entirely ignorant 
why he has been relieved from the command 
of the Army of the Cumberland, and what is 
intended In regard to him. If any charges 
hare been made against him, neither he nor 
any one around him knows the nature of 
them. Since his last great battle, he has, as 
we have said, received a letter from tli2 Com- 
mander-in-chief of the army and navy, the 
President of the United States, expressing en- 
tire satisfaction with him. 

That General R. was not strong enough at 
Chickamauga to accomplish his purposes was 
no fault of his. He wanted to be far stronger. 
He foresaw that the rebel government might 
and probably would mass its forces against 
liim, and made timely and earnest application 
to ihe War Department for reinforcements. 
The Secretary of War refused his application, 
telling him that he had men enough. The 
Talue of the Secretary's opinion in the matter 
may be judged of from the fact that, since the 
great battle, he has been hurrying on reinforce- 
ments in large numbers and with all possible 
haste. If he had, upon General Rosecrans's 
strong and enlightened representation, done 
before the battle what he has been hurriedly 
doing since, if he had merely sunt General 
Burnside with not more than tea thousand 
men to join the Army of the Cumberland, 
General Bragg'a army would have been 
utterly routed and overwhelmed and the re- 
bellion broken. The whole land would have 
been loud with exultation and bright with 
glory. 

None of us know how large Bragg's army 
. XfRB in the battle. One of the highest rebel 
clEcers captured, in reply to a question upon 
the subject, said, "We have got the whole 
Southern Confederacy there." Prisoners tak- 
en by us represented a hundred and fifty regi- 
ments, and no doubt there were very many 
regiments from which no prisoners were tak- 
en, (if course the rebel strength was enor- 
mous, and the wonder is that Gen. Rosecrans 
was able to save himself and to keep Chatta- 
nooga. Tho want of foresight and good man- 
agement on the part of the Administration 
was deplorable. Everybody might have pre- 
sumed that the rebels would concentrate, for 
it was a policy too obvious to be mistaken. To 
suppose that the rebel military authorities 
wouldn't adopt it would have been to suppose 
them destitute not only of all military sagac- 
ity but of common sense, and yet no 
preparation to meet such a policy 
was made. Gen. Burnside, at the head of a 
fine army, was sent upon a separate expedi- 
tion a hundred and Afiy or two hundred miles 
off for the accomplishment, it is true, ot im- 
portant results, but results, which, if Bragg's 
army had been destroyed or driven beyond 
Atlanta, wauld have followed as a matter of 
course. Moreover, a new and powerful expe- 
dition was sent into Texas, consisting of a 
force, which, added to the Army of the Cum- 
berland, would have enabled Rosecrans to 
finish the war in one great battle. The Tex- 
as expedition could have waited well enough. 
There was no exigency in that quarter. We 
bear about the importance of being ready to re- 
sist the French in the event of any attempt of 
theirs to take possession of Texas, but, if we 
Kse the South, as we shall unless we break up 
the great Southern armies, we want nothing 
of Tolas, while, on the other hand, if we 
strike irresistible blows at those armies and 
thus put down the rebellion, we shall have 
Texas in spite of France or any other empire 
on earth. 

There has been in this war much misman- 
agement in the field, but the grea*, the all but 
fatal mism<magement has been at Washing- 
ton. It has been the work of lawyers con- 
trolling the affairs of a mighty war by tele- 
graph. , 

American Patbiotism:— What is It? — A 
Grecian sage gave The habit of duty or the obe- 
dience to duty as the definition of virtue. An 
eminent English philosopher pronounces it 
the best comprehensive rjjfiaition to be found 
in any system of mora!3. It may aid our inquiry 
as to what is American patriotism; for among 
tie social duties none stands higher than that 
of patriotism. But this highest type, like all 
others, has its grades or disticctions,dependent 
upon local or national peculiarity. We must 
first ascertain our peculiarity, our distinctive 
characteristic, in seeking the highest, most im- 
perative duty of our citizens, and thereby de- 
velop the true American patriotism. 

What is the peculiar distinctive feature of 
©ur political organization — of our nationality? 
What is our nationtl palladium — politically 
Speaking, what is cur Iloly of Hoiies? Itcan- 
tot be the simple right of the people to govern 
themselves, or the simple fact of our being a 
republic; for neither is peculiar to ourselves, 
but we hold those privileges in common with 
many other people of ancient and modern 
times. The great characteristic feature, dis- 
tinguishing us from all others, it the attempt to 
give us, that highest national boon, a govern- 
ment of law. 

We have been carefully taught, that, with- 
out this, there can be neither a proper repub- 
lic, nor proper self-government, nor proper na- 
tional prosperity, nor proper civil liberty. To 
secure this government q) law the fathers insti- 
tuted the comparatively modern invention of 
a written constitution, defining the right3 of 
the governed and the powers of the governors. 
To secure liberty in permanency wa3 the 
great desideratum. This was the sunmum 
tonum of national existence, to which all other 
things were ever to be subordinate. We were 
taught it as the highest order of salus populi 
the most imperative state necessity, the vital- 
ity of the nation, the true suprema lex. Alt 
else must yield to that; it must be preserved 
or its preservation at all times attempted a', 
whatever cost, inconvenience, or danger. As 
its loss, according to all experience, was irre- 
parable it was never to be put in hazard, 
for the sake of any other supposable. benefit. 
The occasions, when aBd oy whom some of 
its minor safeguards might be temporarily 
suspended, were carefully defined. Absolute 
arbitrary power anywhere, at any time or for 
any purpose, was carefully expunged from 
our system of government. Even its tempo- 
rary use was deemed too perilous for liberty. 
Arbitrary discretion in officials was reduced 
to its minimum. 

As admitted by President" Lincoln and At- 
torney-General Bate3 in 1861— ' The nation 
bas not chosen to delegate a'l irs pjwers to 
this Government in any or all its depart- 
ments." "It has no powers but such as are 
granted by tho Constitution." "The nation 
preferred taking the risk of leaving some good 
undone, fjr lack of power in the agent, rather 
than arm any Government officer with such 
powers for evil as are implied in the dictato- 
rial charge to see that no damage comes to 
the Commonwealth." That is, the Govern- 
ment, at no time, under no circumstances, 
upon no pretext, was to assume dictatorial 
power or any form of discretionary absolut- 
ism. Ours was to be emphatically a govern- 
ment of low, not of discretion. 

Such being the great distinctive character- 
istic of our nation it vindicates our boasted 
prerogative or mission to teach by example 
the beauty and benefit of civil liberty. From 
this great mission we learn the special duty 
of American patriotism. It is to love and 
protect that which secures our civil liberty. 
Nor are we left to learn this from our own 
inquiry into the true spirit of our institutions. 
It is taught by the plain letter of the Consti- 
tution. When inculcating duty to country it 
requires from its officials no oath of allegiance 
as elsewhere to either government or country 



or naticn, but an oath "to support the Con- 
stitution," that is, in other epuivalent words, 

to obey the Constitution cs the "supreme law 
of the land." That obeiience is the compre- 
hensive sum total of our allegiance. Though 
it may not comprehend all other modes of 
patriotism, yet there is this to mark its 
supremacy, that there is no mode antagonistic 
to it which is or can be true patriotism. 

The ancient republics, living amid the ever- 
recurring dangers of war, taught military dis- 
cipline as among the highest duties of the cit- 
izen and the most important interests of the 
State. Our geograpical position and great 
strength exempting us from foreign conquesti 
military discipline can never be with us a 
paramount national interest. If, contrary to 
all rational probability, it should ever become 
so, we shall then soon cease to have free gov- 
ernment. But civil or political discipline for 
as long as we hope to be free musi continue a 
paramount interest. Obedience to law in a 
govarnment of law being what discipline or 
military obedience is to an army, civil obe- 
dience is with us the greatest interest of the 
State as it is also the greatest duty of the citi- 
zen. Obedience to the Constitution is for the 
nation what self-control is for the moral weil- 
being of an individual. It is thu°, and thus 
alone, that is kept under that fanaticism, 
whether in religion or politics, which hugs, 
as the virtue of saint3 or heroes, the barbarity 
of the bigot or the baseness of the assassin. It 
is thus, and thus alone, that the intolerant, 
prescriptive, vindictive passions of parties, are 
to be restrained within the rules of justice or 
Christian mercy. There is no moral sense, 
no conscience in excited parties. When most 
excited by fancied virtuous animosity, or a 
fancied national danger, it is then precisely 
that they most need, as tbey are also most 
restive under, the restraint of obedience to the 
law. It is because of the strong countervail- 
ing tendency of bad human passions that their 
subordination to legal obedience becomes so 
high a virtue in a citizen or a people. To 
keep up that subordination without relaxation 
is the indispensable civil discipline of a people 
wishing to continue free. Every relaxation is 
but evidence of disease in the body politic, 
which, if not checked, will sooner or later de- 
stroy the vitals of civil liberty. 

As habit of duty or obedience to duty is 
virtue, so obedience to the Constitution must 
be the definition of true American patriotism. 
All bastard allegiance to a section, to a party, 
or to a policy, must be a pernicious, sinful 
substitute for true patriotism. 

Guerilla Ravages— Generals Boyle, Hob-- 
son, and'Fry are Kentuckians whom we love 
to honor, and it is just to them that the people 
should understand that the difficulty in pro- 
curing arms, horses, and equipments his en- 
tirely disabled them, and prevented them from 
pursuing and killing or capturingthe maraud- 
ing bands who infest our Stato. We know 
how anxious Gen. Boyle has been to catch 
the scoundrels, but his force is barely sufficient 
to guard the bridges and the stockades along 
the railroad. The 11th and 27th Kentucky, 
both mounted, and the 34th Kentucky in- 
fantry, have been sent to Gen. Burnside since 
he went to Tennessee, and four regiments of 
the Niath Army Corps are also ordered away. 
The 13th Kentucky cavalry, at Lebanon, is 
but partially armed, but without a single 
horse or saddle, and there is a fractionil regi- 
ment at Glasgow in the same condition. These 
facts account for the inactivity of Gen. Ifobson, 
in whose district the last two regiments belong, 
which, however, are comparatively useless to 
him until they are armed and mounted. Horses 
have been seized to the greatest possible extent 
in the country to pursue these thieving bands. 
Applications have been repeatedly and urgently 
pressed upon the proper authorities for horses, 
arms, and equipments, but the Government 
bas not as yet commenced to supply them. 
There are two more regiments at Camp Nel- 
son, in the district under charge of General 
Fry, which are in the very same unprepared 
condition, and we may easily imagine 
how Hcbson and Fry must chafe under 
such restraint. It is within our personal 
knowlcdgo . that General Boyle has been 
untiring in his exertions to procure the neces- 
sary articles for putting the troops effectually 
in the field, but for some cause — the present 
inability of the Government to supply them, 
we suppose — he bas failed entirely in his ap- 
plications. There is a great wrong somewhere 
in this matter and the people of Kentucky 
are the sufferers. Their towns and villages 
are sacked and private houses and individuals 
plundered. Let horses and arms be furnished 
and«Gcn. Boyle, with Col. Maxwell in the 
Southwest, Gen. Hobson in the Southern Cen- 
tral, Gen.'Fry in the Northern Central, and 
Col. Gallup in the East, will speedily free tho 
the State of these villains. It cannot be 
done without troops; it cannot be 
done without mounted troops. We trust 
the Government will comprehend the im- 
perative necessity for taking msastires 
to put sabres and carbines in the hands of the 
troops now in our State, and furnish them 
with hoises as speedily as possible. Every 
energy ot the War Department should be di- 
rected to this work, and intensified upon its 
accomplishment. It is due both to the safety 
and the honor of the State. While Kentucky 
is bleeding at every pore, suffering every in- 
dignity, and helpless before a malignant foe, 
yet there are those who dwelling far away from 
danger and in the security afforded by border 
States bulwarking their homes, have the te- 
merity to assail her loyalty. Tennessee, which 
is claimed as a Confederate State, and is a 
rebel Stato by the actions of its leading men, 
has Lot suffered half the misery, desolation, 
and wrong that Kentucky, loyal as she is and 
loyal as the has been under circumstances 
when the least timidity or wavering would 
have been fatal, has experienced since the first 
breaking out of the rebellion. She has the 
stout hearts, but they are not the weapons for 
civil warfare; she has the stout bands, but 
they are weaponless to resist attack; she 
asks for arms, horses, aud equipments; and, 
when she receives them, she pledges herself to 
drive the insolent marauders into their dens 
and take them S3 we would other wild beasts 
that have ravaged our flocks and herds.

The despatches say that Mr. Ould, the 
rebel Commissioner, bas declared all the rebel 
officers, captured before the 1st of September 
and paroled to the Southern Confederacy, ex- 
changed, and of course they are to take the 
field. This is said to include a considerable 
number of Generals and other high officers 
whose names are given, and who have al- 
ways been among the best and most effective 
leaders in the Confederacy. We presume that 
nobody in the loyal States knows when the 
exchange of the rebel officers whom Mr. Ould 
declares exchanged, took place, or wt^om they 
were exchanged for. The U. S. Government, 
we are assured, docs not recogniio their ex- 
change, and knows nothing of any such 
transaction. 

The Federal Commissioner and the rebel 
Commissioner, it seems, were unable at their 
last interview to come to any understanding 
upon the subject of exchanges and separated 
without doing so. Therefore the rebel Com- 
mifsioner declares whomsoever he pleases ex- 
changed, without the slightest regard to truth 
or justice or honor. Our Government might 
in return declare all Federal officers, paroled 
to tho United States, exchanged, but that 
would amount to nothing, or next to nothing, 
for there are ia the United States few or no 
paroled Federal officers. The rebels see their 
advantage in this matter, and are quick to use 
it with a shamelessuess that any other people 
on earth would shrink from as from the pit of 
eternal perdition. 

The result is almost certain to be that np 
rebel officers captured by us will hereafter be 
paroled to the South. The authorities of 
the Confederacy, by their infamous violation 
of all faith and trust, establish a necessity for 
the keeping of their captured military officers 
permanen tly in prison.

The Raid on Danville.— We are happy to 
know that the first accounts of the raid upon 
Danville en Saturday morning, written under 
great excitement, and forwarded to this city, 
were somewhat exaggerated, though the con- 
duct of the scoundrels was heinous enough. 
Jne thing is evident, that the robber3 were 
pfiSsssd by rebel sympathizers, who knew 
where the Government property was stored, 
and where its horses were in correl, for they 
went systematically to work. It will ba a 
relief to those who have children at the dif- 
ferent educational institutions in Danville to 
know that the thieves respected the schools, 
though perhaps they were afraid to remain 
^aoj longer. The vigilance ol Capt. Simpson, 
Slf Provost Marshal of Stanford, is deserving 
of all praise. He was upon the track of the 
robbers so quickly that all tho horses wers 
recovered and four of the depredators cap- 
tured. We believe the Boyle County Court 
is now in session ; if so, let these men be in- 
dicted and tried immediately and condign 
punishment visited upon them. We can never 
stop guerilla raids until the penitentiary or 
the halter is allotted to those who are caught. 

IcirMflj.-Gen.Rosecransand his staff arrived 
here Saturday evening at about 10 o'clock, 
the train having been dehyed by a trifling 
accident. His rooms had been engaged at the 
Gait House by hi3 friends, and hundreds of 
cur best and most patriotic citizuns thronged 
there to see him and to bid him welcoms. 

We never saw the noble old veteran and 
victor in finer health than he eDjoys now. 
And he is calm, confident, and most cheerful. 
He knows that he has left the Army of the 
Cumberland in good hands, and he evidently 
awaits tho investigation, if any is intended, 
of his own conduct without the shadow of ap- 
prehension. From fall conversations wi'.h 
the officers of his staff, we know that 
all the extraordinary and startling charges, 
telegraphed as having been made or inti- 
mated or suggested in the Washington 
Chronicle, supposed by some to be an organ 
of the Administration, are as falso as any 
alseliood that ever emanated from the tongue 
of Satan. The Administration will never, 
officially, make one of those charges against 
him. Why such infamous and malignant 
calumnies were nllowed to come over the 
wires, whilst the mo3t important truths are 
daily and nightly smothered by the Govern- 
ment as contraband, is something that we 
cannot understand. Hut "lime makes all 
things even." 

We hear end believe, that the President of 
the United States, since the battle of Chicka- 
mauga, has written tC Gen. Rosecrans, ex- 
presa^entire approbation of all he had done..

Hay-Under our obituary head is announced 
the death of Thomas J. Clay. Thomas was 
the youngest son of Colonel Henry Clay, who 
lost his li.'e in the defence of his country on 
the field of Uuena Vista, and the grandson of 
the illustrious statesman of Kentucky. He 
eecured a liberal education at the University 
of Virginia, and had inspired his friends with 
Ligh hopes of his future distinction. He was 
fiank and courageous, generous and impul- 
sive. His confiding nature made him, before 
he attained his majority, a victim to the in- 
sidious influence of Bnckner, Breckinridge, 
and others, and he held the position of In- 
spector-General on Buckncr's staff at the time 
of his death. 

Scarcely a year ago, we announced the death 
of his only and older brother, Henry. Of ma- 
ture age, Henry had treasured up more sacred- 
ly the lessors taught by his patriotic fathers. 
Always devoted to his country, his love for it 
was strengthened and deepened by travel in 
other lands. Early in this struggle ho enter- 
ed the Federal service, asd, after distinguish- 
ing himself in the battle of Shiloh, returned 
borne to die of disease contracted in the field. 

How sad the reflections which the cireor 
and end of these two brothers suggest. 
E?H nnder the same roof, nurtured in the 
same arm?, tetsght the same lessons, brothers 
devotedly attached to each other, they yet 
separated in this great national struggle to 
meet face to face in opposing armies. Let us 
bope that, after their brief separation, they 
have now met in that better world, where the 
current of their love shall no more be checked 
by war, but flow on in one perpetual stream 
throughout an immortal life.

Refugees from Montgomery Cocnty, Ky. 
There arrived at the Clifton Houje, Cincin- 
nati, on Thursday night, a mother and six 
children, refugees from Montgomery county, 
Kentucky. The family is entirely destitute. 
The Gazette learns from the lady, Mrs. Martha 
Robert, that bSr husband was killed about a 
year ago by guerillas, and that ever since she 
has suffered annoyance and insult from simi- 
lar parties. About two weeks ago, a gang of 
villains, with their faces painted and other- 
wise difguised, under the leadership of the 
notorious John T. Williams, made their ap- 
pearance at the farm of Mr3. Robert, in the 
vicini'.y of Mt.Steriing, and immediately took 
possession of everything that they could lay 
their hands on, including even the beds and 
bed-clothing. They wished Mr3. Robert to 
go South, but she said that her brothers were 
fighting for the Union; that her husband had 
been killed for his devotion to it, and that 
she wished to live under no other government 
but that of the United States. Some of the 
rascals proposed to kill her on the spot, but 
finally concluded to give her three days to 
leave the neighborhood, which she did upon 
the eusuiDg day. Mrs. Robert represents the 
whole county as being in a state of anarchy 
and confusion, the mountains filled with ref- 
ugees, and none feeling sure of life from day 
to day. 

Skirmishing at Kingston Springs. — A 
note from Lieut.-Colonel Scully, of the First 
Middle Tennessee Infantry, states that a body 
of rebel cavalry under Major Hawkins, about 
one hundred and fifty strong, attacked a por- 
tion of his command at Kingston Springs, 
Tenn., on last Thursday. Sergeant Baker 
and three of bis men were severely wounded, 
and two of them captured by the rebels. The 
rebels were quickly driven off, and a large 
force sent in pursuit. We learn from other 
sources that two of the rebels were killed. 
Hawkins's entire force was reported at five 
hundred strong, the bulk of which went to- 
ward Franklin, leaving a detachment to at- 
tack the Springs. No damage whatever was 
done to the stores or property of the Springs. 
Colonel Scully and his forces will be certain 
to give all such visitors a hot reception. 

t&f There was a rumor in circulation at 
Nashville on Saturday night, that a loaded 
train bound for Stevenson and as empty one 
coming toward that city, on the Nashville and 
Chattanooga Kailroad, were captured at Dech- 
erd, Friday evening, by some of Wheeler's 
rebel cavalry. The rumor further alleged 
that the loaded train contained amongst its 
freight a number of pieces of artillery. The 
cars were destroyed, and the locomotives — 
two of the best on the road — rendered unser- 
viceable. It was also stated that a portion of 
the track was torn up. The rumor lacks con- 
fi rmation. 

BJjL?-Mr. John Schlesinger, of New York, 
well known as a skilful chess-player, has 
adopted, under the name of "The Orphan of 
Lowood," a German play by Charlotte Birch- 
pheiffer, which is founded on the novel of 
Jane Eyre. The lady also wrote "Fanchon 
the Cricket," which has becomo so well known 
through the charming personation of Maggie 
Mitchell. "The Orphan" will find an asylum 
in the New Orleans Varieties this winter un- 
der Mr. J. Lewis Baker. The Bronte-Birch- 
pheiffer-Schlesinger affair has two mothers 
and one father, despite its orphanage. 

Hints to Housekeepers. — A good washing 
fluid may be made of hot water and plenty 
of soap. Sweetmeats may be kept a long 
time by putting in a safe place, and never 
setting them upon the table. A plenty of 
freBh, sweet butter, and a good appetite, will 
keep bread from moulding.

MPBNINO DESPATCHES. 

New York, Oct. 24. 

The steamer Moraine; Star, from New Or- 
leans on the 17th, »i.t IKvuna oa t'aa 20th, 
arrived this evening, bringing the following 
intelligence: 

Jfeto Orleans, Oct. 17.— Dates from VerTni!- 
Honville to 10 o'clock last night stat ■ ; i . 
there has been skirmishing nearly ever' da; 
for a week past without casualties on our s le. 
To day we lost six, and the enemy about the 
same. The enemy's force is estimated at 
2,500. The rebel salt works in the vicinity ot 
Port Clear, Mississippi Sound, have been de- 
stroyed. 

General A.J. Hamilton has arrived in tui3 
city, and will address a mass meeting on po- 
litical effairs. 

The United States steamer Tenne3se de- 
stroyed four schooners off the Texan coast. 
They were loaded with ammunition and 3tores 
for the rebels. 

The old flag again fl iats over Bayou To is», 
all the obstructions in the Bayou haviog bsen 
removed by our forces. 

General Shepley has modified the order for 
the registration of loyal voters in such man- 
ner that all loyal citizens may be registered as 
voters upon taking the oath of allegiance and 
making declaration that such oath is tiken 
voluntarily and for the purpose of establishing 
a government loyal to the United States. 

Advices from Texas ssv that Matamoras is 
still unmolested by the Trench, and that the 
peorjle of Texas and the Confederate ofiici.ils, 
are in open opposition to each other. 

Memphis, Oct. 22. 

Hurlbut's scouts report Loring nt Grenada, 
watching the expected aivance of Sherman's ! 
forces from Vicksbnrg. 

Adams is guarding Jackson and Meriiien 
tnd the Mobile and Ohio Railroad against ex- ! 
pected raids. There arc no troops at Altoona, 
all having gone to join Wheeler, Lee, Rod ly, 
and Forrest. The latter is in Sherman's im- 
mediate advance, tearing up the railroad and 
telegraph. The former is reported south of 
the Tennessee river, between Tuscumbia and 
Decatur, and is said to have a force tea thou- 
sand strong, 

Curtis's division, which is in the advance, 
had another severe fight yesterday, losing Cjl. 
Lorenz, of the 30th Iowa, and seven men 
killed and twenty wounded. 

Sherman's hospital depot Is at Iuka. Ch li- 
ner's is reported south of the Tallahatchie 
river, reconnoitering for another raid oa the 
Memphis and Charleston Railroad. 

Jeff Davis reviewed Bragg's troops on the 
11th and 12th. 

Southern papers state that Bragg draw3 
over eighty thousand rations. This is thought 
to be for a purpose. 

The balance of Longstreet's corps had ar- 
rived from Virginia. 

Heavy rains fell here to-dry. 

Caiuo, Oct. 21. 

By the arrival of the steamer Dickey, we 
have Memphis dates to the 22d. 

A correspondent of the Bulletin, writing 
from Corinth on the 19th, says: 

.The town has again assumed a lively, mar- , 
tial aspect, the street* being filled with col- 
umns of troops. The Memphis and Cbarles- 
ton Railroad is in running order from Corinth 
to Bear Creek. 

Gen. Sherman and staff had left for , 

and indications of active operations are ap- 
parent. 

Gen. Ripley, Chief of Ordnance, hal ptid 
the department a flying visit. Gen. Dodge 
had returned, after a leave of absence, aid re- 
sumed command of tho left wing of the 10th 
army corps. 

Gen. Sweeney's command was sent in pur- 
suit of the rebels from Lagrange, and tvas 
expected to return the next day. 

T,he 3d Michigan cavaly had returned from 
a successful scout, in which they killed, 
wounded, and captured a number of- rebels. 

Seventy-five thousand dollars' worth of 
goods per month was allowed by trade stipu- 
lations to be taken to Corinth and soli. 

New York, 0.-t. 24.. 

General Walbridge publishes a triumphant 
reply, in the Herald of this morning, to the 
recent attack upon him by the London Times. 
Gen. W. charges that the Times no longer 
presents the sentiments of the Engli:b masses, 
who opposed the action of Russell iu placing 
the broad arrow on the rebel rams. 

A Washington despatch to the Post says: 
Despatches here give reasons to believe that 
the quiet at Charleston will soon bo broken. 

Col. James R. Hunley, 7th Connecticnt, is 
in town to-day, fresh from Morris Island, 
where he has been acting as Brigadier-General, 
in place of Stephenson, who has been home 
on furlough. Young Dahlgreu and Colonel 
Hunley give forcible descriptions of the con- 
dition of affairs in the fleet off Charleston. 
Much interest is felt in the fleet about the 
rebel torpedo, and the strictest watch is kept, 
particularly at night, over the movements of 
anything that floats in the water. Oar tow- 
boats are sometimes fired into by mistake. 

Tbe iron-c'.ads are careful not to run against 
any floating torpedoes. 

Newark, N. J , Oct. 24. 

While Mr. A. J. Rogers, ot Sussex county, 
was addressing a meeting at Deckerstown lost 
evening, some missiles were throivn in from 
the outside. Mr. Rogers retorted in loud and 
severe language. Soon after the building was 
set on fire and entirely destroyed, with an ai- 
joinicg stable, containing seveuteen horses, 
two ot which belonged to Mr. R jgerj.

There was nothing positively known up to 
yesterday noon as to Leo's whereabouts. 

The Secretary of War returned to Washing- 
ton to-day. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 24. 
The steamer Massachusetts has arrived 
from St. Johns, Florida. She left Charleston 
on Tuesday evening, and brings despatches 
frcm Admiral Dahlgren. The siege is pro- 
gressing favorably. Gen. Gilmore's batteries 
were nearly ready to open on Charleston. 

A Harrisburg special despatch to the Bulle- 
tin states that all the counties that have been 
heard from officially give Governor Curtin 
15,256 majority.

A Blockade to be IMablisaed. 



[Special Despatch to the Louisville Journal ! 

Danville, Oct. 25. 

A squad of guerillas, supposed to be part of 
Richardson's, from the vicinity of Bardstown, 
numbering about seventy-five, dashed into 
cur town a little after six o'clock yesterday 
morning, seized tbe telegraph office, cnt the 
wires, but did no material damage to the in- 
struments. They burned all the Commissary 
and Quartermasters' stores, with the locality 
of which they seemed perfectly familiar, and 
robbed several citizens, regular highway 
fashion. Sume were so expert at the business 
that one of the gentlemen who suffered de- 
clared that the rebel who robbed him managed 
adroitly to run both hands into bi3 pockets 
and stilThad a pistol presented nt his head to 
prevent resistance. The gang remained about 
an hour and a half, and departed on the 
Hustonville road. At Shelby's farm they stole 
about two hundred and fifty head of Govern- 
ment stock, which were afterwards recaptured 
with four of the robbers, by Capt. Simpson, 
Provost Marshal of Stanford, with a force of 
OLly about a dozen men. Our cavalry are in 
hot pursuit, and we are sanguine here that 
they will capture or kill the whole of them. 

Nashville, Oct. 25. 

No news of importance from Chattanooga. 
Hooker's corps has crossed tbn Tennessee 
river, and fighting was r, ported yesterday. 
The telegraph was cut this morning, but is 
now working again.

Washington, Oct. 25. 

The .state Department has been officially in- 
formed that from and after the C'.h of Septem- 
ber last an effective blockade will be estib- 
lished and maintained by the French naval 
forces of all the ports, rivers, haven?, road- 
steads', creeks, &c, along the coasts of Mexico 
which i.rc not occupied by the French troop3, 
and which still acknowledge the authority of 
Juarrz, from Lagoon, ten leagues sva'.h of 
Matamoras, to and including Oarnp?acby, be- 
tween 25 20 n. 90 51 w , and 19 52 north 92 50 
west of the meridian of Paris, and that frieud- 
)y and neutral vessels will be allowed the 
period of 25 days to complete their loading 
and leave the blockaded places. The points 
excepted from the blockade are Tarnpico, Vera 
Cruz, Alvarado, Coalzacoalcos, Tobasco, and 
Carmen. A vessel attempting to violate said 
blockade will be proceeded against in con- 
formity with international law and the trea- 
ties in force with neutral powers. 

A train of seventeen cattle-cars, containing 
about one hundred and twenty-six condemned 
horses and a guard of one hundred and twen- 
!y-six men, all belonging to Gen. Kilpa'rick's 
third cavalry division, started from Gaines- 
ville at eleven o'clock Friday night, and, 
when four miles on tho road to Alexandria, 
and on a curve, the train going at a very rapid 
rate, several of the track-ties gave way, pre- 
cipitating eight of the cars from the track and 
down a steep embankment. Twenty of the 
guard were injured, four or five dangerously, 
but, strange to say, no one was killed. Many 
of tbe borses were killed instantly, and others 
received such injuries as to render the shoot- 
ing of them necessary. 

Fortress Monroe, Oct. 25. 

Yesterday's Richmond Despatch, received 
here, contains the following: 

Charleston, Oct. 23. — No new movements 
yet. Yankees are reported to be riveting, 
smoothing, and putting the finishing strokes 
to Gregg and Wagner and other batteries at 
Cumming'8 Point. The fleet remains quiet. 
Stormy times are cxnected soon. The number 
of Yankee prisoners held iu Richmond lost 
night was 12,000.

THE PORK TRADE. 

Hardly a word is aaid about hogs; tho ideas of feed- 
ers are so high that packers or jobbers have settled 
down to the conclusion that there ii no nse in att-mpt- 
Ing to make contracts. Indeed, at over $5 packers 
generally think i» hazardous to enter into any en- 
gagements. Very litllo preparation making to pick 
for the foreign market, which Is in striking contrast 
tn the state of things existing at this time a year ago. 
The truth is. excepting to a limited extent, the pres- 
ent prices asked for bogs preclude the possibility of 
shipping pork to any market iu Europe, aud this is 
tbe general opinion. 

The corn, which was cut off by tho August frost, 
will all be fed to hogs or cattle, and will make fair 
pork ; no other disposition can be made of It than tht% 
so that the price ot merchantable corn cannot influ- 
ence the remit; and as Block hogs are usually abau- 
dant throughout the west, and in giol condition, they 
will l>c brought to mark< t from thedtstt icts where the 
corn is most irjured, hut fatted better than ia expect- 
ed. It is Inconsistent to suppose that because as 
great a number of hogs may not ba brought to 
market »s there was last season, Ibere i« in l»- :i h hm i- 
ty of pork, and this, too, in the fact of the fact when 
there is the product of hail an ordiuary bog crop of 
last season's meat ou hand.
